Four Michigan Delegates Un- 
seated Without a Hitch. .,

FAIL OF A TWO-THIRDS VOTE 


White Metal Terrorized by an Alleged 
Sound Money Raid. 


SCARED INTO HASTY ADJOURNMENT 


It is a grim and remorseless record the 
silver men are making for themselves, and 
each day has its victim. 

Tuesday they turned down Hill. Last 
night they deprived Michigan of its right 
of representation, and today they will drive 
out of the party the Democrats of the great 
commercial States of the Union. 

The convention adjourned last night after 
scenes of wild confusion, but the program 

of the silver conspirators was carried 
through none the less. They did nothing 
during the day, but waited for the night, 
as if realizing that darkness would best 


By a vote of 558 to 368 the convention 
adopted the report of the majority of the 
Committee on Credentials. This unseated 


Michigan Districts and seated four silver 

men, thus reversing the majority on the 
financial question in the State and enabling 
the silver people to capture the entire dele- 
gation by the operation of the unit rule. 
This result was achieved after scenes of 
dramatic interest and in spite of the popular 
demonstration wholly opposed to the silver 
schemers. 

Galleries Shout for Gold. 

The galleries shouted for gold, but the 
delegates voted for silver. 

The action of the rampant silver majority 
was on its face a high-handed proceeding 
but none the less the leaders pushed it 
through without the slightest hesitation for 
the voters of a sovereign State who they 
thus distranchised. 

The four men seated had no credentials 
from any nvention whatever and their 
contests w originated long after it was 
known the silver men would be in control 
here in Chicago. Their votes were needed 
to turn Michigan from the gold to the silver 
column and the men in control made but 
little attempt to justify their action. 

Early in the day the silver delegates from 
Nebraska had been seated, but this was not 
a flagrant case, as the delegates had a color 
ot right, there being two State organizations. 
In Michigan the regularity of the State con- 
vention never was questioned until withi 
a few weeks, and it is a significant fact th

May Report Two-Thirds Rule. 


The action of the convention has impor- 
tant bearings upon the possibility of thé 
silver men securing complete control with- 
out abrogating the time-honored two-thirds 
rule, but they are still short the required 
number , and they may be obliged to violate 
the rule after all.

Problem Before Bland. 


If Mr. Bland was to secure the Presiden- 
tial nomination it was agreed that he must 
defeat Teller in the Georgia and Mississippi 
delegations and Boies in the North Carolina 
and Alabama. 

For the first time since Democratic con- 
ventions have interested the country since 
the war the extreme Southern States were 
considered pivotal. That the South enjoyed 
its distinction was everywhere apparent. 
The delgations from the South delayed ac- 
tion in order that they might revel in the 
new-found joy of political flirtation. . The 
result of it all was that a thousand rumors 
filled the air throughout the day. 


Georgia has gone for Teller,“ Georgia 
has declared for Boies,” Georgia will not 
announce its choice,’’ were statements 


which followed each other from the men 
who do not sound their er's.“ 

What was true of Georgia was true of Ala- 
bama, North Carolina, and Mississippi. A 
Missouri newspaper man, in the perplexity 
of the situation, backed Senator Cockrell 
into a corner and appealed to him for assist- 
ance, 

J can’t tell you a single thing,“ replied 
the Missouri Senator, rather pettishly. 
“You can hear everything except the 
truth.“ 

With these delegations halting and uncer- 
tain, the Bland managers found it essential 
to organize for a combined attack. For the 
first time since the convention opened the 
silver steering committee was compelled by 
the nature of things to act in harmony with 
the Bland managers. 


Bland and Steering Committee. 


The steering committee found that it was 
advisable to rush the convention through 
as speedily as possible. This was exactly 
what Mr. Bland's Executive committee 
wanted. 

There was this advantage to Mr. Biand in 
the situation. If any candidate could be 
quickly nominated it was the Missourian. 
The Senatorial combine stood in Bland’s 
way. It was best represented in its influ- 
ence on the Georgia delegation, which in the 
small hours yesterday morning was reported 
to have left Bland once more and returned to 
Teller. 

When the delegation met Bland’s friends 
made their fight. Patrick Walsh, the ex- 
Senator, attempted to stem the rising tide 
for the Missourian, but he was unable to do 
so. Editor Howell of the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, who had stood shoulder to shoulder 
with Walsh in his fight against Bland, had 
taken somewhere to the woods. Walsh could 
not find his colaborer in the Teller vineyard. 

The Bland supporters only tried to secure 
the strength of Georgia for the first ballot. 
They won by a majority of three, Walsh vot- 
ing to the last against Bland. 

In North Carolina the fight was even closer. 
The delegation divided evenly and its Chair- 
man cast the deciding vote for Bland. Mis- 
sissippi also dumped itself temporarily at 
least into the lap of the Bland campaign 
managers, but Alabama, which was pledged 
for Bland, threw its votes to Boies.

It was late at night before the delegates 
returned to their headquarters at the 
Palmer House, and no attempt was made 
to hold a caucus or a meeting of any sort 
for consultation.

Secretary Walsh’s Views. 


Secretary Walsh of the State Central 
committee and manager of the Boies cam- 
paign, said last night: 

“I believe the situation is improving. 
This talk that Alabama has gone back on 
Boies is all bosh. That State has voted for 
Boles and they have not had an opportunity 
to reconsider this vote. It is true they had 
a meeting today and listened to the Bland 
people, but as soon as the latter had finished 
their story some one of the delegates moved 
to adjourn and it was carried unanimously. 
So there isn’t any question but that the vote 
of Alabama will be cast solid for Horace 
Boles. 

I may say, also, Alabama will second 
the nomination of the Iowa candidate. I 
look for a nomination to be made tomorrow . 
night. I can’t say anything definitely in 
regard to Gov. Boies’ strength, but I can say 
Bland will not be nominated. He will get 
nearly. his full strength on the first ballot, 
and we know of many of his supporters who 
are for Boies as second choice and will come 
to him as soon as it is certain the Bland 
vote cannot be increased to the amount 
necessary for a nomination. 

The four contesting delegates in Michi- 
gan who were seated by the action of the 
convention are friendly to Boies.

He led off by saying it would be 
a grave wrong for the convention to 
nominate anybody who was not insympathy 
with the majority of the delegates on great 
questions, and it would,be a graver wrong 
to throw people out of the convention who 
were rightly elected thereto, to accomplish 
this result. That was the reason Stevenson 
was so anxious to have the convention listen 
o him. The charge made against Stevenson 
that he had interfered on account of Mr.

Orators Waxing Warm. 


The orators were coming now just as in 
an old-fashioned game of baseball where 
the batters range themselves in a row, and 
begriming their hands with earth grab the 
bat ready for the fray. Three or four were 
in training whenever Thomas subsided. 
Thomas was in rather an awkward posi- 
tion, for when the Michigan matter came 
up before the National committee he voted 
with the Stevenson side of the house, and at 
the time made a remark that although he 
was in favor of free silver he was not in 
favor of highway robbery, a statement of 
opinion which he reiterated todas.

He was interrupted by cries of Vote! 
vote! vote!“ but he showed no evidences of 
relaxing. 

The question was then submitted to a roll- 
call, the question being on a minority re- 
port as substitute to the majority report. 

Alabama led off with a solid vote in the 
negative, which was immediately chal- 
lenged. The demand for the roll-call was 
subsequently recalled, the delegates then 
stating that there were six votes in the 
delegation which were opposed to a major- 
ity report, but the roll-call was had just the 
Same. Seven men recorded. themselves in 
favor of the minority report, but the whole 
vote of the State had under the unit rule to 
go the: other way. California gave in 16 
votes. 

A demand was made that California be 
polled. The convention was in the greatest 
disorder when that ate was being can- 
vassed, so much 80 at the Sergeant-at- 
Arms had to command order again and 
again. California yielded up 10 yeas and 7 
nays, with one delegate absent. The Chair- 
man ef the delegation said this vote was not 
right, but that it should have been 7 yeas 
and 6 nays, and l absent. Thereupon Chair- 
man Daniel ordered another roll-call. 

It looked as if the convention was going 
to remain in session all night, because the 
delegates had evidently settled themselves 
down to hard business. The gold men were 
willing to stay until daylight if necessary, 
and this counted where the poll of the dele- 
gation began so early in the decision. 

Colorado divided its vote, 4 yeas and 4 
Connecticut voted 12 yeas, Delaware 


nays. 
Georgia gave 26 


6 yeas, Florida 8 yeas. 


nays, and the silver people cheered most 


lustily. Idaho gave 6 nays. 

When Illinois gave her 48 votes in the 
negative the silver leaders cheered vigor- 
ously, and it was hissed by the gold people. 
A great deal of feeling, was shown while 
Illinois voted, and it we some time before 
the balloting Was resumed. Indiana gave 8 
yeas and 22 nays, Iowa 26 nays, Kansas 20 
nays, Kentucky 26 nays. 

A man who looked very much like Gen. 
Beauregard got up and challenged the vote 
of Kentucky. 

Pleads the Unit Rule. 

The Chairman said there were 24 nays and 

2 yeas, and that under the unit rule they 
must all be recorded in the negative. A poll 
of the vote was demanded, and Blackburn 
led off by voting nay. The poll of the dele- 
gation showed two votes in the affirmative 
and twenty-four in the negative. The Chair- 
man arose and said that Kentucky voted 
under the unit rule and therefore it must all 
be counted in the negative. 
. Louisiana voted 16 in the negative. Maine 
gave 10 votes in the affirmative and 2 not 
voting. Maryland gave 15 yeas and 1 nay. 
Massachusetts gave 27 yeas and 3 nays. 
Michigan was recorded yea under the unit 
rule. Minnesota gave 13 yeas and 4 nays, 
and Mississippi 13 nays. Missouri followed 
with 34 nays, Montana 6 nays, Nebraska 10 
nays, Nevada 6 nays, New Hampshire 8 
yeas, New Jersey 20 yeas. 

New York was even by Roswell P. Flower 
as 72 yeas. All the gold people of the 
convention broke out in applause when this 
announcement was made. It was a notice- 
able fact, however, that none of the silver 
people engaged in the applause. It was all 
given by the gold delegates at the start, by 
easy stages it sped to the galleries, and two- 
thirds of the vast convention sent up a 
cheering and shouting and waving of hand- 
kerchiefs and flags. All the gold delegates 
were standing in the seats of their chairs, 
yelling as loudly as they could. The ap- 
plause subsided from time to time only to 
break out with renewed vigor. It increased 
in the volume of sound from time to time 
and finally New York joined in. Roswell P. 
Flower waved his handkerchief like a school 
boy. Gov. Russell of Massachusetts walked 
over to where New York was sitting and 
grabbed Flower and Hill by the hands. It 
was the greatest show of enthusiasm that 
the convention had experienced and remind- 
ed one of old times. 


der was restored. 7 

Gov. Altgeld was still on his chair howling 
for recognition. Presently he said that he 
arose to a point of order, and the Chairman 
recognized him in that connection. He said 
that he desired to challenge the vote of Mich- 
igan. He said the convention was operating 
under the rules of the House of Representa- 
tives, when a cheer broke out for him. 

Waller of Connecticut was up on his 
feet, gesticulating wildly. Waller was 
angry, and he had in his right hand 
a newspaper, which ho used ver much 
after the fashion of a farmer with a flail. 
Altgeld said that no man could vote on a 
point of order where he was personally in- 
volved. 

Altgeld Holds His Course. 


Every minute or two Altgeld would get a 
storm of hisses, but he never diverted from 
his speech. Chairman Daniel then stated 
that a State roll-call could not be had while 
the call was going on except by the demand 
of a member of the delegation, and said that 
at the conclusion of the roll-call it could be 
had. Altgeld reserved the right to have a 
roll-call of the Michigan vote after the con- 
clusion of the main roll-call. 

Ohio was promptly challenged, and the 
clerk got his official roll-call ready so as to 
send out the names. There was a fight in 
the Ohio delegation apparently as to whether 
or not a delegate was.there rightly or not. 
His name was Folan, and he was much in 
dispute. 

Folan comes from Toledo, by the way, and 
isa great friend of Michael Harrington. There 
was some friction evidently in the Ohio dele- 
gation, by the way the individuals jeered 
each other. „There were only two yeas in 
the Ohio delegation, and under the unit rule, 
therefore, the whole State voted in the nega- 
tive. Oregon voted in the affirmative, and 
another yell went up from the gold people. 
Just then another burst of applause was oc- 
casioned, and Roswell P. Flower stood on 
his feet waving his handkerchief. South 
Carolina went on record 8 votes in the nega- 
tive, and South Dakota gave 8 votes in the 
affirmative. Tennessee came in with 24 
nays, a poll of the Texas delegation was 
called for, and the clerk began calling the 
names. 


Applause and Counter-Applause, 


And so it went on through the whole of 
the roll-call, There was applause from the 
gold people when the States voted in the 
affirmative, and there was corresponding 
applause from the silverites when the dele- 
gates cast their votes against the minority 
report. The total vote was announced as 
308 in the affirmative and 568 in the negative. 

As soon as the Chairman had announced 
that the minority report was defeated and 
the free silver delegates from Michigan en- 
titled to their seats the free silver people 
all over the house set up a mighty cheering 
and yelling, which they kept up for some 
minutes. The band started, but the ap- 
plause was greater in volume of noise than 
the music. Finally the band succeeded in 
making more noise than the delegates, and 
then the latter quieted down somewhat, and 
the Chairman succeeded in getting the con- 
vention down to something like business 
again. 

Next the Chairman of the Committee on 
Permanent Organization reported the se- 
lection of Senator White of California as its 
choice for Permanent Chairman of the con- 
vention. It was agreed to without dissent, 
and Mr. White was duly declared Perma- 
nent Chairman of the convention with the 
regular amount of applause. 

After the Secretaries and their minor offi- 
cers had been duly named, and John 1. Mar- 


‘tin selected for Sergeant-at-Arms, it was 


found that the committee had erroneously 
credited Mr. Martin to Illinois, and this was 
received with hisses. 

Before Chairman White could be called to 
the chair the delegates of Michigan wanted 
to know whether the names of the National 
Committeeman from that State had been re- 
ported by the Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization. The delegate who made the in- 
quiry was informed the committee’s report 
did include the Nationat Commftteeman, 
whereupon he arose and remarked that the 
political complexion of the delegation from 
Michigan had been materially changed, and 


and he stood up in the Montana delegation 
and made a present of it to the Chairman of 
the convention. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas secured the 
recognition of the Chair and said that before 
the convention adjourned, alth h no mo- 
tion had been made to that effect, he wanted 
to invite the Committee on Resolutions to 
meet at 9:30 today in his room. This was 
taken as a cue that the platform was not 
coming in. The convention was in a great 
uproar by this time, because from Jones’ 
remarks they saw that the proceedings 
were pene to an end and the people were 
going out of the place as rapidly as possible.

The 
convention asked the privilege of doing what 
we did yesterday, of naming their own 
Chairman. 


9 Kipler Takes the Stand. 


That proposition was refused, and after 
some coffsiderable discussion Kipler was 
permitted to take the stand as Temporary 
Chairman, and did take it. Presently there 
came up a question of appeal from the rul- 
ing of the Chair. I do not recall now ex- 
actly on what that: was, but the vote of 
those who were opposed to Kipler and op- 
posed to the delegates who occupy seats 
on this floor from the State at large was 
22 against 20, and 2 of that 20 were not en- 
titled fo seats on that floor. There was a 
motion made then to adjourn. Twenty- 
three men voted against 20 for adjournment. 
The convention adjourned. 
After these twenty-three had left that 
convention and gone into the hall the other 
twenty elected the two gentlemen who oc- 
cupy seats now on the floor from the Fourth 
District of Michigan.

MR. STEVENSON LEADS FOR GOLD. 


He Declares That the Convention Has 
No Right to Tarow Out His Men. 

Mr. Stevenson of Michigan then spoke as 
follows: ais : 

Gentlemen of the Convention: I am the 
man they say stole Michigan. [Cries Good!“ 
and What did you do with it?”

He Objects to Vote-Grabbing, Espe- 
_clally When Unnecessary. 

The chair then introduced Senator Grady 
of New York, who spoke as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Convention: The ques- 
tion submitted to you for determination is 
one that goes far beyond and reaches: far 
above the simple question as to whether 
twenty-four or mord men constituting a 
committee shall be sustained, because you 
are to determine whether a Democratic 
principle and precedent as old as the party 
itself is to be violated, and that under the 
most suspicious circumstances. [Applause.] 

Let us not be deceived. The delegates 
are not deceived. The people cannot be de- 
ceived as to just what this means, It was 
the very height of generosity in the calm, 
judicial members from Texas that they 
were willing to leave the delegates-at-large 
remain; adopt the majority report, and 
under the unit rule you have every vote 
from Michigan, so that the generosity was 
more in name than in fact.

Interruption by DéTaware. 

The proceedings were interrupted at this 
moment by a delegate from Delaware, who 
attempted to get by the sentries without 
showing his badge. Appearances indicated 
that there would be a fight, but it quieted 
down, and Mr. Grady ror as follows: 

It is a most unfortunate circumstance 
that it would seem as if I never can-make a 
speech in a national convention without 
creating some kind of a row. [LLaughter.] 
My purpose in speaking was to Avoid a row, 
and there must be a row, if not here, some 
place else, if we are to overturn a precedent 
that is a part of the party discipline itself. 

What have we here? We have under the 
seal of the State of Michigan, through the 
only officers of any Democratic State conven- 
tion held in that State this year, a certificate 
that certain men had been duly elected at a 
convention, uncontested in its parts and un- 
contested as to its actions. 

As against that, some four men have come 
to the City of Chicago and have written out 
their own credentials, because there are but 
two sources from which credentials could 
emanate—the State convention for the regu- 
larly elected delegates and the claimants 
themselves for the contestants.’ They have

Disquisition on Manipulktion. 


They say the four votes are not necessary 
for any practical purpose. Then. the less 
excuse for grabbing them. One of the gen- 
tlemen complains that it. was a convention 
that was manipulated. Well, what does he 
call manipulation? Some of us thought 
there was manipulation at the convention 
of the great State of Missouri. There a dis- 
trict voted for two gold standard men. You 
could go through that delegation and you 
could not find them there. The silver senti- 
ment of the Missouri convention turned 
them down. They were hostile to the pre-. 
vailing sentiment of the convention, and the 
recommendation of the district was ignored 
and a solid silver delegation was sent. 

Suppose the two men thus turned down 
had held a convention in some hotel, as the 
silver claimants did, and written their own 
credentials, and came here and told you that 
the convention of the State of Missouri had 
been manipulated, how you would have 
laughed them out of the convention. [Great 
applause.] = t. | 

Now, the other member of the committee 
did not complain about theconvention being 
manipulated. It was the delegates who were 
manipulated. They had been selected to do 
something. They went to the convention and 
they did not do it. They did not do it in the 
way that the majority of your Committee on 
Credentials would like that they should have 
done it, and because they disagreed with the 
way in which they carried out the wishes of 
their constituents then there is fraud. 

Fraud vitiates all things. There was fraud 
introduced into our national politics in 1876. 
There was a fraud by which Democracy was 
robbed of the President legally elected, and 
how was the fraud triumphant? By the 
action of the Returning Board, which threw 
out the votes legally cast, but they did not go 
as far as the returning board of the Commit- 
tee on Credentials. They officially threw out 
the votes that were cast and they counted 
votes never cast, and they undegtook to say 
who was the individual who™would best 
represent the prevailing séntiment in the 
State of Michigan. 


Of National Interest. 


Now, gentlemen, this question goes further 
than Michigan. This question in its determi- 
nation affects every sovereign State. This 
question is to be passed upon not only by you 
here, but is to be passed upon by your con- 
stituency when you return to them. It is 
against Democratic precedent, and let me 
call your attention to the fact that it is not 
well to violate Democratic precedent, partic- 
ularly when we are assured that the viola- 
tion of it is unnecessary. 8

WEADOCK TALKS FOR THE PEOPLE. 


Michigander Gives an Outline of Wol- 
verine Convention’s Work. 

Upon the close of Mr. Grady’s speech a 
great deal of impatience was manifested by 
the convention and a call for a vote was 
made.

The announcement of New Tork's vote 
started the first genuine outbreak of uni- 
versal noise that the convention had yet seen. 
Before the Secretary had announced the vote 
from the platform a yell went up from all 
the gold delegations, and the galleries, which 
had apparently been waiting for a chance 
to vent their erithusiasm, immediately took 
it up and yelled and howled and pounded 
the floor with their feet until the building 
vibrated in response to the general clamor. 
The delegates from the gold States mounted 
their chairs and with handkerchiefs and hats 
assisted the galleries in their effort to re- 
duce the convention to confusion. Not more 
than one-fifth of the delegates were engaged 
in the outbreak, but the noise they made was 
sufficient to have overturned the walls of 
Jericho or the fortifications of a town even 
more substantially built. 

The band, in an effort to overcome the 
confusion, broke in with a number of airs, 
and among them Dixie, but even this popular 
tune failed to bring the shouters down. 
After nine minutes of uproar voices became 
weak, especially among the delegates, most 
of whom resumed their seats, but the howl- 
ing horde in the galleries refused to quit, 
although threatened by the Chair and the 
Sergeant-at-Arms with expulsion. The Secre- 
tary shouted North Carolina, the next State 
on the roll, and the Chairman of that dele- 
gation responded: North Carolina declines 
to vote until she can be heard. 

Fourteen minutes came and went with 
their burden of discordant eries, when the 
threats of the Sergeant-at-Arms and his 
directions to his assistants to clear the 
galleries immediately unless the uproar 
ceased, caused the outsiders to quit, and com- 
parative silence was restored. 

During a lull in the comimotion the Secre- 
tary tried to proceed with the roll-call. 
North Carolina several times refused to vote 
until its Chairman could be heard. Finally 
it recorded its vote as 21 nays and 1 yea. 
North Dakota cast 6 nays, but the commo- 
tion was such that the Sergeant-at-Arms 
at last announced that Chairman Daniel 
desired to make a statement. When he could 
be heard he declared that the proceedings 
would be stopped until order was restored. 


Illinois Challenges-Michigan. 


There were cries from the delegates to 
clear the galleries, and order was partly re- 
stored when Gov. Altgeld was recognized 
upon a chair in his delegation. He an- 
nounced that he rose to a point of order. 
51 was that Illinois desired to challenge 
the Vote of Michigan. He said: 

We are proceeding here under the rules 
of the House of Representatives. Under 
the rules of the House of Representatives 
no member can vote upon any matter in 
which he is personally interested. [Cries, 
Right you are, Governor.“ ]! Consequent- 
ly, no member of this convention can vote 
upon a question in awhich he is personally 
interested. [Applause] I will state my 
point and then [I will sit down, and the Chair 
can pass uponit. [Cries of Out of order,“ 
and great confusion;] 

The Chairman—The Chair will state to 
the: delegate from Illinois: that, pending the 
roll-call, no debate or interruption can be 
entertained except when upon the call of 
a State its vote is dhallenged. At the end 
of the roll-call the Chair will consider 
whether or not it be then in order to enter- 
tain the suggestion of the delegate from 
Illinois. \ 

Gov. Altgeld—Then I ask that at the con- 
clusion of the roll-call I be récognized to 
renew the point of order.

RESULT HEARD WITH AN OUTBURST. 


Greatest Demonstration of the Con- 
vention Takes Piace. 

The result of this announcement produced 
a grand outburst of cheering, which extend- 
ed to the galleries, and was longer in dura- 
tion than anything of the kind that had yet 
occurred during the course of the conven- 
tion. The delegates climbed upon their 
chairs, swung their arms and hats in the 
air, and shouted themselves hoarse. The 
galleries took up the refrain and the wildest 
enthugiasm prevailed. - 

The delegates from the great States o 
New York and Pennsylvania were conspicu- 
ously silent in thisdemonstration. They sat 
in their seats and looked on with gravity, if 
not with dismay, at what was going on. 
Newspapers, bits of yellow paper, flags, 
hats, and handkerchiefs flew into the air. 
The St. Louis Bland club band attempted to 
play Dixie,“ but all that could be heard 
was the symphonous sound of the bass drum. 


The rest of the band, if there was any, could 


not be heard. One enthusiastic delegate 
from Montana was seen dancing a hornpipe 
on his chair and swinging his hands wildly 
in the air like an Indian of his native Terri- 
tory dancing the snake dance. 

Numerous efforts were made by the Chair- 
man and Sergeant-at-Arms to restore order 
before final success was attained. The up- 
roar continued over a duration of twenty 
minutes, when the business of the conven- 
tion was at last allowed to proceed. 


CREDENTIALS MAJORITY IS WINNER. 


Its Report Is Adopted by the Conven- 
tion. 

The question recurring on the adoption of 
the majority report of the Committee on 
Credentials, it was carried with about 150 
votes in the negative. The noes brought to 
their aid such a quantity of sound that the 
Chair seemed for a moment puzzjed, but 
finally announced: 

The ayes, by the sound, seem to have it. 

Then, with more confidence, he shouted: 

The ayes have it, and the report of the 
committee is adopted. 

By this time everybody who had a howl 
left in him had quit the convention or had 
been paralyzed, for the demonstration which 
followed on the announcement of the adop- 
tion of the report was limited to a very mild 
clapping of hands.

PERMANENT CHAIRMAN TAKES HOLD 


Temporary Presiding Officer Daniel 
Retires from His Duties. 

When the committee escorting the new 
Chairman to the platform had arrived, Tem- 
porary Chairman Daniel turned to the con- 
vention and said: ' 

Gentlemen of the Convention: In retiring 
from the chair which I have had the honor 
to occupy by your partial suffrage, I beg to 
extend to each and all of the membership 
of this convention my cordial acknowledg- 
ments and thanks for the courtesy and con- 
sideration they have shown me. AndI am 
happy now to present to you your Per- 
manent Chairman in the person of the dis- 
tinguished Democratic Senator from Call- 
fornia, the Hon. Stephen M. White [pro- 
longed cheering], into whose hands I am 
proud and happy to deliver this gavel. 

Upon receiving the gavel, Chairman White 
said: . 

Gentlemen of the Convention: I will detain 
you with no extended speech. (Cheering.j 
I see I am getting popular already. [Laugh- 
ter.] The Democratic party is here repre- 
sented by delegates who have come from the 
Atlantic and Pacific shores. Every State 
has its full quota; every State, as far as I 
can bring about such a result, shall have full, 
equal, absolute, and impartial treatment 
from this stand. [Loud cheers.] Every 
State is entitled to such treatment; every 
question should be considered carefully and 
deliberately, and when the voice of this 
convention is crystallized into a 

it should be binding upon

haps, today upon certain vital issues, and we 
might express some feelings of bitterness in 
these discussions, but we submit to the 
voice and the candid judgment of our 
brethren, and upon that judgment we will 
certainly rely.

My ambition or yours is of but little mo- 
ment.

The people seek 
here the righting of their wrongs, and the 
Constitution—the great charter of our lib- 
erties—here must find its best, its truest, 
and} its most loyal defenders. [Cheers.] No 
sectionalism—none whatever; equal im- 
partial justice to all this land; the triumph 
of the people’s cause as here exemplified and 
expressed is the object for which we have 
assembled, and to carry out that object I 
will consecrate my best exertions. [Ap- 
plause.]

It is also 
difficult for him to keep from speaking his 
mind, though he does not like to see himself 
quoted in the newspapers. Mr. Bland made 
one statement today of considerable impor- 
tance. He said: 

I was recently quoted mistakenly and un- 
intentionally, I have no doubt, as saying the 
adoption of a free coinage law would im- 
mediately be followed by a short-panic, after 
which business would resume its normal 
course and prosperity would ensue, I did 
net say that. I said I did not believe there 
wotld be a panic. My reasons for so think- 
ing are these: As soon as a free silver coin- 
age law goes into effect the prices of all 
commodities will rise, the result will be 
that buying will increase and prices will be 
sent still higher. The wheels of industry 
Will be unlocked, mills will be set going, 
and business will at once revive, the higher 
prices stimulating production-along all lines. 
Banks will be called upon for loans, and the 
capital locked up in their vaults will be 
turned into productive channels. The enor- 
mous reserves held by the large money 
centers will be dissipated and return into 
the hands of the people. Labor will find 
employment. With these views of the ef- 
fects of the coinage law I could not possibly 
have meant to say and I did not say a panic, 
however, short, would be one of its results.“

When warned that snap shots 
would likely be taken, she said rather

“IT hope no one will be ungentlemanly 
enough for that.” 

She probably would not again have al- 
lowed the subject to be discussed had she 
not learned that a picture had been taken 
for general sale by an alleged friend of Mr. 

A young amateur photographer, 
whose father is said to have been instru- 
mental in securing Bland's first ‘nomina- 
tion for Congress, arrived from Texas Coun- 
ty last week and begged Mr. and Mrs. and 
Miss Bland to sit for him in front of the 
house, assuring them he merely wanted to 
give a few copies of the picture to personal 
friends. They did so and the chap at once 
began to hawk the pictures around Lebanon. 
Another incident served to shake her resolu- 
tion: A party of correspondents took a 
photographer to the Bland home to get 
some sketches. Mrs. Bland again refused 
gracefully and gently to pose and the 
photographer. indiscreetly and without 
prompting asked Mr. Bland to help’ him 
secure a snap shot of Mrs. Bland, The

BULLETINS AS READ IN LEBANON, 


Unhatched Chickens Are Counted and 
Preparations Made to Celebrate.

M’LEAN’S STAR BEGINS TO SHINE. 
His Managers Thi He Can Start Out 

with About Bixty Votes. 

There was more thought of John R. Mc- 
Lean for President last night than at any 
time since the convention campaign opened. 

In fact, McLean's stock went up to the 
highest notch. His chances looked brighter, 
if anything, than those of almost any other 
man now mentioned. His managers had 
not been doing much shouting, but a great 
deal of effective work. 

They have refrained from giving out 
figures and say now that they do not expect 
more than a small portion of McLean's real 
strength to be developed on the first ballot. 


Probably he will start out in the race with 


about 60 votes. He has the Ohio delegation 
certain, and expects to receive the 6 votes 
from the District of Columbia, together with 
a few scattering through the South and 
Southwest, where delegations are not bound 
absolutely by the unit rule. With Ohio's 
46 and the District of Columbia's 6 he would 
have 52. It is not at all unlikely that the 
New Mexico delegation will go to him on the 
first ballot. This would bring his opening 
strength up to 58. It is known that he has 
several supporters in the Mississippi dele- 
gation and likewise in other Southern States. 

In the talk heard among McLean's friends 
last night there seemed to be a generally de- 
cided opinion that it will be impossible for 
Bland ever to secure the required two-thirds 
to nominate him, and when it is fully demon- 
strated that the Missourian no longer has 
any chance and his followers begin to desert 
him it was said that at least a majority of 
them would clamber into the McLean band 
wagon. 

There was a good deal of anxiety around 
McLean's headquarters over the reported 
determination of Illinois to break up on 
Bland after the first ballot. Mr. Condon 
made the remark that a move of this kind 
would complicate and at the same time 
simplify matters. It would go a long way 
to removing the apparent strongest candi- 
date and brighten the chances of others. 
When the break comes Mr. McLean and 
his managers believe that there will be a 
concerted movement on the part of Southern 
and Western States to secure his nomina- 
tion. They hold him up as the most logical 
candidate to nominate on a free silver plat- 
form. , 

The first reason presented is, that the 
principal battle has to be fought in Ohio, 
Indiana, and Illinois. They say he has been 
a consistent advocate of free silver since 
1873: that he did more than anybody else 
to shape the policy and bring out the free 
silver sentiment, not only in these three 
States, but in Kentucky and West Virginia. 

It is claimed that through his work, 
principally in Ohio, with Senator Bricc as 
leader of the honest money wing of the party 
to fight, was changed over into the silver 
column. Then he comes to Chicago with the 
unanimous indorsement of the State con- 
vention and the solid delegation behind him. 
This sort of argument has been forced 
upon the minds, especially of the more con- 
servative and less demonstrative advocates 
of the white metal until they begin to be- 
lieve McLean might possibly be the safest 
man to nominate. Mr.. Condon and Mr. 
Johnson said last night they did not propose 
to claim anything, but would content them- 
selves with waiting for results. At the same 
time they manifested evidence of increased 
confidence in the growing chances of their 
candidate. 

A member of the New Mexico delegation 
said he had carefully canvassed the situa- 
tion and made up his mind that New Mexico 
could not do better than give its support to 
the Ohio man. The convérsation in Mis- 
sissippi circles was particularly strong on 
McLean and some of the delegates as- 
serted he would get their support early in 
the balloting, It is thought est Virginia 
will also fall in line, probably after the first 
roll-call.

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TRAGEDY IN BROADWAY. 


ACTORS ARE ALL FORMER RESI- 
DENTS OF CHICAGO. 


Charles Johnnsen, a Barkeeper, At- 
tempts to Killa Woman Known as 
Mrs. William H. Sutton, but the Bul- 
let Finds a Victim in the Husband— 
Johnson Is Puarsued by a Crowd and 
When Closely Pressed Sends a Bul- 
let Through His Own Brain. 


New York, July 8.—ISpeclal. IA tragedy, 
remarkable for its stirring details and de- 
plorable results, was enacted on Broadway 
at the corner of Twentieth street at 4 
o'clock this afternoon, and in full view of the 
countless thousands of people who throng 


that thoroughfare at that hour. 


All the actors in it are said to live in Chi- 
cago. Charles Johnson, who, it is claimed, 
is a Chicago bartender, and who was lying 
in wait at the employés’ entrance to Lord 
& Taylor’s dry goods store, shot at Mrs. 
Helma Sutton, who, with William H. Sut- 
ton, who she claims is her husband, had just 
alighted from a Broadway car. But Sutton 
at that instant inadvertently stepped be- 
tween the woman and the infuriated man 
and received the bullet in the ear. 

He fell to the sidewalk unconscious. Be- 
fore learning the result of his terrible act 
Johnson, the assailant, dashed down Twen- 
tieth street to the Church of the Holy Com- 
munion, followed by a great crowd of men 
who had witnessed the shooting. Het he 
Gashed through the Presbyterian building 
and out of the Fifth avenue entrance. 

A Greek peddler opposed his progress, and 
Johnson shot the man twice in the leg. A 
policeman was close on the man's trail, and 
fired in the air to bring him toa standstill. 


Johnson Ends His Own Life. 

Hearing the shots and the noise of the 
crowd, Johnson paused, deliberately drew 
his revolver again, and before the first man 
of the pursuing mob could restrain him, 
shot himself through the head. The ham- 
mer of the pistol snapped five times before 
the cartridge exploded. He died instantly. 

Sutton, his victim, was taken to Bellevue 
Hospital, where it: is said tonight he has 
a chance for his life. The woman who was

story of the events leading up to the tragedy. 
She says she and Sutton hailed from Chica- 
go. A year ago the couple went to Los 
Angeles where Sutton did not prosper. 

Former Resi@ents of Chicago, 

They returned to Chicago early this sum- 
mer, where the woman met Johnson, a bar- 
tender, who paid her considerable attention. 
He gave her a watch and a pawn ticket for 
a second watch, shortly after which she 
rejoined Sutton and came on to New York. 
She and Sutton were stopping ata boarding- 
house at No. 43 Greenwich avenue. 

Early this morning Mrs. Sutton met John- 
son in the corridor of the postoffice. He 
followed her to the entrance to the Brook- 
Iyn Bridge, where he asked her to come 
back and live with him. This she refused to 
do. Then he asked for her address. She re- 
fused this also, telling him she would have 
nothing more to do with*thim. 


Keeps an Appointment. 
He thereupon asked for the watch and 


pan ticket, which she promised to return 
to him at Fourteenth street and Broadway 


this afternoon. At parting Johnson said: 
“If I ever catch you with Sutton I'll kill 
you.” 

The woman kept her appointment and gave 
Johnson the watch at the appointed place. 
She was with Sutton at the time. The couple 
boarded a Broadway car and rode to Twen- 
tieth street, where, seeing Johnson also on 
the car, they alighted. It was then thatthe 
shooting occurred. 

Sutton is a good-looking man, about 24 
years of age. The woman, who claims to 
be his wife, is about the same age and ex- 
ceedingly pretty. Johnson is about 30 years 
of age and rough looking. 


R. M. Fair said last night that no W. H. 
Sutton was or had been in the employ of 
Marshall Field & Co. in any capacity. 
Other men connected with the wholesale 
and retail departments of the firm made the 
same statement. The identity of the saloon- 
keeper, Charles Johnson, could not be 
learned. 


RACE FROM SANDWICH ISLANDS. 


American Ships Indulge in a Ninety- 
elight-Day Contest.

It is understood that the Governor-General 
has returned unsigned all the orders in coun- 
eil passed during the last two weeks. His 
Excellency has taken advice from several 
well-known. authorities and cabled to En- 
gland soliciting the opinion of several of his 
friends, notable amongst whom is Prof, 
James Bryce, the well-known constitutional 
authority. 

The answer that he received strengthened 
the Governor in his already formed opinion 
that his safest course is to decline to sign 
any appointive orders in council. These ap- 
pointments are said to embrace men who had 
been members of Parliament as well as men 
who have acted as heelers for the Conserva- 
tive party. 4 

It was ascertained at Government House 
tonight that Sir Charles Tupper had re- 
signed and that Lord Aberdeen had sent for 
Wilfred Laurier, the Liberal Premier-elect. 
The resignation took place about 8 o'clock. 
Mr. Laurier is expected here tomorrow.

THINK NOW IT 1S A CASE OF MURDER. 


Robert Young Is AccuseG of Killing His 
Wife and Child and Fir- 
ing His Home. 


Hillsboro, III., July 8.—{Special.]—The Vil- 
lage of Donnellson, ten miles south of this 
city, the scene of much excitement. 

On Friday night the house of Robert 
Young was burned to the ground, ane tee 

0 - 
ert Young and their 10-year-old daughter 
Laura were taken from the ruins. 

Mrs. Young had been intensely jealous of 
her husband for many months, and the two 
had lived unhappily. The general opinion 
was at first that she had become insane and 
had set fire to her home, intending to destroy 
the whole family. 

The Coroner’s jury found a verdict on 
Saturday in accordance with that theory. 
Later developments and further considera- 
tion, however, have given rise to the belief 
among many, including the relatives of 
Mrs. Young, that the two had been mur- 
dered by the husband and father, and the 
building set on fire to hide the crime. So 
strong was this belief that the Coroner ex- 
humed the bodies yesterday, and a post- 
mortem examination was held by five 
physicians. The result of this examination 
is being kept secret until the preliminary 
trial of Young is held, but it is known that 
a bullet wound was found upon the body of 
Mrs. Young. 

Young claims nis wife had possession of 
his revolver that evening, and his friends 
advance the theory that after firing the 
house Mrs. Young shot herself and per- 
haps her daughter. No revolver was found 
in the ashes of the house, although some 
copper cents and other metallic articles were 
found. Young and the rest of the family, 
consisting of five other children, were in the 
house when it began burning. 

Young says he was awakened by a report 
which might have been a pistol shot or an 


„explosion. The house was then filled with 


smoke. He ran to his wife’s room, finding 
the door locked, and then he ran up-stairs 
and got the children out. By this time the 
fire was beyond control. Some of the neigh- 
bors, who arrived first after the alarm, in- 
sist that the house was burning from the 
start in several places, and that it did not 
spread from Mrs, Young's room. The house 
was insured for $800. 

The body of the daughter was so badly 
burned that it seems impossible to ascertain 
whether she was shot or not. Mrs. Young 
left her husband about three months ago, 
and went to her father’s house. She re- 
turned two weeks ago and resumed her 
household duties, but the two had quarreled 
frequently since her return. The Sheriff ar- 
rested Young at his father’s house in Don- 
nelison about 10 o’clock last night, and 
brought him to this city, where he is lodged 
in jail. Opinion as to his guilt is greatly 
divided. His family. and that of his wife 
are both prominent. Young is a son of the 
Rev. William Young, a highly respected 
local Methodist preacher. The preliminary 
trial has been set for next Saturday. 


MILE PATROL BRATS DECLARED OFF. 


Chief Badenoch’s New Rule Held Re- 
sponsible for the Woodliwn Hold- 
up—Citizens Are Terrorized. 


Chief of Police Badenoch decided last night 
that his recent order requiring patrolmen 
to travel mile beats, was not a success 50 
far as Woodlawn Wes concerned, and the 
new rule was discontinued. The holdup of 
the Woodlawn Park pharmacy was directly 
responsible for the change. As a resuit 
there were eight officers patroling Sixty- 
third street, where before there had been 
but one. 

The scare which followed the raid of the 
previous evening all but resulted in a riot 
at 11 o'clock last night. Sergt. Lindroth 
arrested Andrew Jackson, colored, for dis- 
orderly conduct. A crowd soon collected and 
cries of Lynch him were freely made. 
Sergt. Lindroth was forced to turn in a riot 
call.

The Christian Endeavor forces are God's 
reeruiting army. for,the spiritual conquest 
of the world. As in Palestine once a year 
the children of Abraham gathered at Jeru- 
salem that they might stand before God and 
receive new visions of possibility and new 
messages of duty, so we, the new children of 
the Covenant are gathered in Washington, 
the capital of our Nation. This is the pass- 
over feast for the young people of the world. 
By as much as this country and the sister 
countries about us are greater than Pales- 
tine, so should this gathering receive such 
showers of blessing and strength as never 
fell on the people gathered on the sacred 
hills of Zion and Moriah. 

We are not here as tourists. Ours is a 
higher ambition than to mouse around in 
the political garbage boat to find some de- 
cayed corruption that is sent abroad be- 
neath the label of American citizenship. 
The motto which hangs out before the mind 
of each Christian Endeavor youth reads: 
For Christ, Church, and Country.’ 

In the heroic and conquering days of 
Christianity Peter preached one sermon and 
saved 3,000 people. Now it requires 3,000 
sermans to save one person. The disciples 
still go everywhere, but they bend over the 
card table, occupy the chief seats at the 
theater, make money in questionable ways, 
and do not preach the word of God that is 
given to the ministers. Much of our Chris- 
tian work is a sad travesty on sacred things.“

In Turkey Amer- 
ican residents have been exposed to the 
gravest dangers and American property de- 
stroyed. There and everywhere American 
citizens and American property must be 
absolutely protected at all and at 
any cost. 

Monroe Doctrine Reasserted. 

We reassert the Monroe doctrine in its 
full extent and we reaffirm the right of the 
United States to give the doctrine effect by 
responding to the appeals of any American 
State for friendly intervention in case of 
European encroachment. We have not in- 
terfered and shall not interfere with the ex- 
isting possessions of any European power 
in this hemisphere, but those possessions 
must not, on any pretext, be extended. We 
hopefully look forward to the eventual with- 
drawa of the European powers from this 
hemisphere and to the ultimate union of all 
the 42 part of the continent 
by the free consent of its inhabitants. 


Independence for Cuba. 

From the hour of achieving their own 
independence the people of the United States 
have regarded with sympathy the struggles 
of other American peoples to free them- 
selves from European domination. We 
watch with deep and abiding interest the 
heroic battle of the Cuban patriots against 
cruelty and oppression, and our best hopes 
go out for the full success of their deter- 
mined contest for arn 

The Government of Spain, having lost 
control of Cuba, and being unable to pro- 
tect the property and lives of resident Amer- 
ican citizens, or to comply with its treaty 
obligations, we believe that the Government 
of the United States should actively use its 
influence and good offices to restore peace 
and give independence to the island. 

Enlargement of Navy. 

The peace and security of the republic and 
the maintenance of its rightful influence 
among the nations of the earth demand a 
naval power commensurate with its posi- 
tion and responsibility. We therefore favor 
the eontinued enlargement of the navy and 
a complete system of harbor and seacoast 
defenses. 

Limitation of Immigration. 


For the protection of the quality of our 
American citizenship and of the wages of 


| our workingmen against the fatal competi- 


tion of low-priced labor we demand that the 
immigration laws be thoroughly “enforced 
and so extended as to exclude from entrance 
to the United States those who can neither 
read nor write. 

Civil Service Enforcement. 

The civil service law was placed on the 
statute book by the Republican party, which 
has always sustained it, and we renew our 
repeated declarations that it shall be thor- 
oughly and honestly enforced and extended 
wherever practicable. 5 

Fair Ballots for Citisens. 

We demand that every citizen of the 
United States shall be allowed to cast one 
free and unrestricted ballot, and that such 
ballot shall be counted and returned as cast. 


Lynching Is Condenined. 

We proclaim our unqualified. condemna- 
tion of the uncivilized and barbarous prac- 
tice well known as lynching, or killing of 
human beings suspected or charged with 
crime, without process of law.

We favor the creation of a National 
Board of Arbitration to settle and adjust dif- 
ferences which may arise between employers 
and employed engaged in inter-State com- 
merce. 

Free Homesteads Favored. 

We believe in an immediate return tothe 
free homestead policy of the Republican 
party and urge the passage by Congress of

To Admit Territories. 

We favor the admission of the remaining 
Territories at the earliest practicable date,

Representation for Alaska.

We, the Democrats of the United States, 
in national convention assembled, do re- 
affirm our allegiance to those great eksential 
principles of justice and liberty upon which 
our institutions are founded and which the 
Democratic party has advocated from Jeffer- 
son’s time to our own—freedom of speech, 
freedom of the press, freedom of conscience, 
the preservation of personal rights, the 
equality of all citizens before the law, and 
the faithful observance of constitutional 
limitations. 

During all these years the Democratic 
party has resisted the tendency of selfish 
interests to the centralization of govern- 
mental power and steadfastly maintained 
the integrity of the dual scheme of govern- 
ment established by the founders of this 
republic of republics. Under its guidance 
and teachings the great principle of local 
self-government has found its best expres- 
sion in the maintenance of the rights of the 


States and in its assertion of the necessity

Declarations on Money.

stitution names silver and gold together as | off! 


the money metals of the United States, and 
that the first coinage law passed by Congress 
under the Constitutition made the silver 
dollar the monetary unit and admitted gold 
to free coinage at a ratio based upon the sil- 
ver dollar unit. 

We declare that the act of 1873, demone- 
tizing silver without the knowledge or ap- 
proval of the American people, has resulted 
in the appreciation of gold and a correspond- 
ing fall in the prices of commodities pro- 
duced by the people; a heavy increase in the 
burden of taxation and of all debts, public 
and private; the enrichment of the money- 
lending class at home and abroad: prostra- 
tion of industry, and impoverishment of 
the people. 

We are unalterably opposed to monomet- 
allism, which has locked fast the prosperity 
of an industrial people in the paralysis of 
hard times. Gold monometallism is a Brit- 
ish policy, and its adoption has brought 
other nations into financial servitude to Lon- 
don. It is not. only un-American, but anti- 
American, and it can be fastened on the 
United States only by the stifling of that 
spirit and love of liberty which provlaimed 
our political independence in 1776 and won it 
in the war of the revolution. 

We demand the free and unlimited coinage 
of both gold and silver at the presnt legal 


ratio of 16 to 1 without waiting for the aid 


or consent of any other nation. We demand 
that the standard silver dollar shall be full 
legal tender, equally with gold, for all debts, 
—— and private, and we favor such legis- 
ation as will prevent for the future the de- 
monetization of any kind of legal tender 
money by private contract. 

We are opposed to the policy and practice 
of surrendering to the holders of the obliga- 
toins of the United States the option re- 
served by law to the government of redeem- 
ing such obligations in either silver coin or 
gold coin. N 

We are opposed to the issuing of interest- 
bearing bonds of the United States in times 
of peace, and condemn the trafficking with 
banking syndicates which, in exchange for 
bonds and at an enormous profit to them- 
wee te supply N Treasury with

Congress alone has the power to coin and 
issue money, and President Jackson de- 
clared that this power could not be dele- 
gated to corporations or individuals. We, 
therefore, demand that the power to issue 
notes. to circulate as money be taken from 
the national banks and that all paper money 
shall be issued directly by the Treasury De- 
partment, and be redeemable in coin aud 
receivable for all debts, public and private. 


Tariff and Inéome Tax. 


We hold that tariff duties should be levied 
for purposes of revenue, such duties to be so 
adjusted as to operate equally throughout 
the country and not discriminate between 
class or section, and that taxation should be 
limited by the need@ of the government hon- 
estly and economically admistered. We de- 
nounce as disturbing to business the Repub- 
lican threat to restore the McKinley law, 
which has béen twice condemned by the peo- 
ple in nationalelections, and which, enacted 
under the false plea of protection to home 
industry, proved a prolific breeder of trusts 
and monopolies, enriched the few at the ex- 
pense of the many, restricted trade and de- 
prived the producers of the great American 
staples of access to their natural markets.

Wong Chin Foo says that if the Demo- 
cratic National convention does not incor- 
porate a plank in its platform of the nat- 
ure he suggests he will be compelled to call 
a convention himself, and he believes he 
can create a new party with the object in 
view of making better citizens of Chinamen. 

“The great trouble with the Chinese in 
this country,“ said Wong Chin Foo yester- 
day, “is that they do not enter into the 
spirit of Americanism, We have a great 
many, however, who love this country, who 
have looked into its institutions, and who 
intend to make this their home, and never 
intend to go back to China. (They want to 
have a share in this government, and to 
have the same privileges as the negroes and 
Italians, or any other foreign-born citizen. 
It is a broad, liberal idea, and is for the pur- 
pose of making good citizens out of these 
aliens, A great many of the Chinamen do 
not dress as they did in China, have discard- 
ed their cues, in fact have become Ameri- 
canized. At the present time we have about 
400 Chinese voters who are true Americans, 
They should be entitled to recognition as 
such. The Chinese have as grand ideas as 
any other people. The Confucian’s ideas of 
jurisprudence is, in my mind, better than 
that of Demosthenes, and much better than 
the New York politicians can ever get at. 

“I came here with the idea of appearin 
before the delegates of the convention an 
talking in behalf of Chinamen, There 16 no 
reason why they should not be granted the 
privileges sought. The time is coming when 
they will. Thirty years ago the people 


would have called a man crazy who would. |. 


dared to have said that a negro would ever 
become a member of Congress. If they do 
not allow me to speak in this convention I 
will have a convention of my own, hire a 
hall, and rally the humanitarians around me 
and make a new platform.”

Grinds Out His Peoria Speech. 

Gov. Altgeld said that he had not come to 
the convention to make an address, but had 
expected to assist in nominating the next 
President of the United States. Then he 
proceeded to make the same old speech he 
produced at Peoria when he was renominated 
for the Governorship. He spoke of suffering 
women and ragged children, and said that 
the eyes of the whole country were turned 
on to this convention to get relief. He fol- 
lowed right along the lines of his Peoria pro- 
duction, in many cases using the exact 
verbiage. His utterances on the money ques- 
tion met with hearty approval from the 
Granger States such as Kansas, and Ne- 
braska, and their delegates applauded him 
lustily. He got as quickly as he could down 
to the silver question and came out flat-foot- 
ed for his favorite doctrine of 16 to 1. But in 
his talk there was absolutely nothing new. 
It was the same effort he made on the 23d 
of last month at Peoria, minus the reference 
to the trade issue contained in that speech. 

Now, the truth of the matter is Altgeld’s 
speech caught all the silverites in the crowd. 
When he had finished Dakota, Utah, Wyo- 
ming, Mississippi, Tennessee, Georgia, Mis- 
souri, Iowa, Arizona, and Arkansas cheered 
him wildly. As he went to his seat on the 
floor the delegates gathered around him, 
shaking him by the hand and congratulat- 
ing him on his speech.

Then Senator White said that the report 
of the Committee on Credentials so far as 
‘prepared would be submitted to the conven- 
tion. It was not all prepared, but that por- 
tion of it which was ready was then read to 
the delegates. It allowed the District 
of Columbia ‘six seats, and it went 
on to say that after careful consideration 
of the Nebraska case it recommended the 
seating of the delegates and alternates 
headed by William J. Bryan of Nebraska, 
and this was applauded vigorously by the 
silverites. The committee was not ready to 
report in regard to the Michigan case. 

The report contained a whereas to the ef- 
fect that the sitting delegates who were

REPORT IS MADE BY THE SUBCOM-. 
MITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS. 


Gold Members Realise That They Are 
in the Minority and Address Them- 
selves to the Formulation of a Pro- 
test to Be Submitted to the Con- 
vention—Hill’s Indorsement of Mr. 
Cleveland Lies Upon the Table 
‘Women Ask for Recognition. 


After remaining in session until 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning the members of the Sub- 
committee on Platform of the Committee on 
Resolutions did not appear very bright when 
they filed into the committee room at 9 
o’clock to make their report to the full com- 
mittee. 

As the day wore on, and they warmed up 
to their work, the fagged appearance of the 
members gradually disappeared from their 


faces, and by the time they concluded their 


labors, at 2:30, they appeared without ex- 
ception to be in good form physically, and 
ready to meet any demands which might 
be made upon their energies. 

The day’s session continued for five and a 
half hours, and was devoted by the majority 
to the careful scrutiny of the platform as 
prepared and reported by the subcommittee. 
It was first read as a whole, many of the 
sections receiving applause. The document 
was then taken up section by section, and 
the sections acted upon.

They with- 
drew to an adjoining private room early in 
the day, and were engaged during the great- 
er part of the time of the meeting in con- 
sultation among themselves and in the 
preparation of the minority report, which 
they announced their intention to present 
to the convention, though not to the full 
committee.

the minority, Senator Hill said the minority 
did not want their absence or their failure 
to present objections to the platform to be 
misconstrued as a waiver, and if that con- 
struction was to be given to their action they 
would come in and participate, but they did 
not want to interfere with the progress of 
the proceedings by raising objections which 
they were satisfied would not be entertained, 
and the raising of which would only prolong 
the session. Consequently, he hoped they 
would be understood as not yielding any- 
thing by their failure to appear‘and vote. 
This explanation would, he hoped, relieve 
them from the charge of bad faith. 

In reply the majority said, through one 
of their members, that of course they would 
accept the explanation, but they added that 
it was desirable that the committee should 
have the opposition report before them. 

To this Mr. Hill replied that it had not yet 
been prepared. 

The committee indicated that it would be 
glad to hear the objéctions of the minority, 
but if they did not feel disposed to make 
them both before the committee and the con- 
vention they would be excused from attend- 
ance. 

Kick Against Cleveland. 


The most exciting portion of the proceed- 
ings occurred when a resolution was offered 
by Senator Hill of New York, indorsing the 
administration of President Cleveland. De- 
bate on this resolution was cut off by a mo- 
tion made by Senator Tillman, but there was 
great interest in the roll-call on the ques- 
tion, the members standing and gathering 
about the center table with evident concern 
expressed upon their countenances. The 
gold minority was present during the roll- 
call, and, of course, opposed by their votes 
the motion to lay on the table. The motion 
prevailed, however, by a vote of 29 to 17. 

The minority also recorded their votes 
against the adoption of the platform as a 
whole, the vote on this proposition standing 
83 to 15. 

Shortly after convening the full commit- 
tee heard a delegation from the Woman’s 
Suffrage Association, who desired to have 
incorporated in the platform the following 
resolution:

Texas on the Tariff. 


W. W. Gatewood, a delegate from the 
Twelfth Texas District, made an argument 
in favor of moderation in the tariff declara- 
tion. He represented that the interests of 
his section wanted protection to several in- 
terests. He offered the following, which has 
been incorporated: | 

Resolved, That we favor a tariff for 
revenue sufficient to defray the necessary 
expenses of the government economically 
administered and so adjusted as not to dis- 
criminate against the industries of any sec- 
tion, especially the raw materials of the 
South and West, including their wool, hides, 
sheep, cattle, and other live stock interests.“ 

A. R. Smith of Maine made an argument 
before the committee in favor of the dif- 
ferential tonnage tax in accordance with the 
resolution offered by Mr. Thurzwell of Maine. 

The committee granted hearings to various 
persons while waiting for the minority of 
the subcommittee to complete its report 
against the platform adopted by the ma- 
jority. 

Allen W. Thurman of Ohio offered Mr. St. 
John’s amendments to the financial plank 
providing for the issuance of coin certificates 
in times of money stringency in exchange 
for United States bonds. Mr. Thurman said 
tbat some such plan was needed, as a scarcity 
of money always created a scramble for it 
and business-men and others only wanted 
money badly when they could not get it. 

Thurman Makes a Stir. 

Mr. Thurman’s amendment led to an 
animated debate, which was very generally 
participated in by the members of the com- 
mittee. Several of them opposed the amend- 
ment on the ground that it was not pol- 
itic or wise to make any suggestion of the 
possibility of the free coinage of silver caus- 
ing a panic. ’ 

Others, in support of Mr. Thurman, de- 
clared that they believed that the banks 
would not hesitate to precipitate a panic in 
case of the adoption of free coinage in order 
to regain the power which they had wrong-

There was a sanitary reason which also 
worked against the Americans. One of our 
leading physicians, whose statement has ap- 
peared in Tue Trisvune, warned the Yale 
boys not to sleep on the water level, but to 
choose a place on higher land. There was a 

piece of ground 200 feet higher which they 
could have had, where there would have 
been a better atmosphere for stomachs and 
lungs, but no attention was paid to the 
warning. Instead of choosing a spot where 
the air was drier and more bracing they 
lived in the damp, muggy valley of the 
Thames during weather which was hot for 
England, the worst thing they could have 
done. Consequently they were out of con- 
dition and threw their chances away.

When the 
Yale men left home they were strong and 
in good condition, but they were not ready to 
fight a picked crew, robust in physique, more 
experienced in rowing, and in their own 
country. Wilen to these two reasons is 
added the vacillating policy of their coacher 
it is not remarkable the Yale boys were de- 
feated. It is only remarkable they made as 
good a showing as they did.

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SIDE BY SIDE IN DEATH. 


THOUSANDS ATTEND THE FUNERAL 
OF THE GIRL. SUICIDES. 


Impressive Services in Norwegian Are 
Held Over the Remains of Ray Mes- 
stad and Bessie Youngren, Who 
Teok Their Lives on July 4—Same 
Floral Wreaths Serve for Both—Ap- 
peal Made to Still the Tongue of 
Ruamer—The Pallbearers. 


Funeral services over the bier of Ray Mog- 
stad and Bessie Youngren, the Norwegian 
girl cousins who took their lives by eating 
poison on July 4, as a result. of love and 
jealousy, assumed the nature of a public 
demonstration yesterday. | 

Over 2, persons, mostly Scandinavian 
women and'‘children, assembled in front of 
the livery and undertaking establishment 
of Axel T. Lindberg, No. 261 Grand avenue, 
at noon and waited patiently in the sun for 
admittance until after 1 o'clock. A detail 
of police was found necéssary to control 
the crowd. When the doors opened there 
was a frightful jam in which the weaker 
suffered. | 

The funeral rites were conducted in the 
rear of the undertaker’s establishment. It 
Was a plain, whitewashed room, not large 


enough for a fraction of the crowd, and | 


every one remained standing. 
Same Flowers for Both. 

A coffin and a casket rested side by side in 
the center of the room, and the same wreaths 
and sprays of flowers covered both. The 
faces of both young girls seemed natural, 
their friends said, even after the prolonged 
agonies attending slow death by poison. 

The Rev. Ole Bendixon, No. 23 Courtland 
street, a Universalist minister, stood up on 
a chair at the head of the bier to offer a last 
consolation to the bereaved families. At 
either side stood the sisters who were 
mothers of the girls, bowed with grief, and 
supported on the arms of their husbands. 
Young Christopher Johnson, No. 309 Austin 
avenue, the lover of Miss Youngren, he 
whose attentions were resented by Ray 
Mogstad, stood beside the parents. 

For twenty minutes Mr. Bendixon spoke 
in Norwegian. His delivery was earnest 
and sympathetic, and at his words many 
eyes were dimmed. At the close of his ad- 
dress the minister spoke a few words in En- 
glish. He told of the pathos in the ex- 
tinguishment of youthful hopes leading to 


self-destruction, and touched upon the hope 


beyond the grave. , 
Still Rumor’s Tongue. 


„In conclusion I beseech you to stop the 
tongue of scandal,” said the minister. 
‘Frown down rumor, it is malicious, heart- 
less, and untrue. There is pain enough in 
the simple facts for the relatives without 
adding pain from the burning breath of 
rumor and calumny.” ‘ 

Some of the simple old Lutheran hymns 
were sung and the concourse was dismissed 
with the benediction. Then the crowds filed 
into the room, around the bier, and out by 


the same entrance. While this was proceed- 


ing it was necessary for four policemen to 
keep the spectators from crowding the near- 
est ones upon the coffins. 

The funeral party proceeded by carriage to 
Mount Olivet Cemetery. The same pall-

All the statisticai inquiries that were ever 


made have demonstrated that fact. In Con- 
gress, where this thing has been pressed 
in the closest argument against the ablest 


free silver advocates, they have never pre- 


tended to gainsay or dispute the truth of the 


fact.

can get at the mint.. That is self-evident. There- 
‘fore, the exchange, value of the bullion in the silver 
dollar will be just "what * mint is obliged by law 
to give for it, and 871% grains of pure silver, or 

grains of standard silver wil worth as 
in bullion as in the shape of a dollar; it 
will be worth 100 cents. So, undera free coinage 
law theré can be no such thing as a SO-cent silver 
dollar, no more than there can be a 35-cent gold 


* Under free coinage how can the silver 2 
be worth more in commercial value t the value 
of the bullion in it?“ asks the Tribune. The 
coinage law pays no attention to the value of a 
money metal, whether gold or Silver. The law 
deals with price, not with value. It fixes the mint 
price of gold at $20. 67 per fine ounce, or $18.60 per 

standard ounce. But that is not the value of gold 


bullion. 

I would like to ask if it never comes 
up to those parties who claim that the gov- 
ernment can fix the price of. silver as they 
state it that the government will never be 
called on to exchange the 371% grains of 
silver for 23.22 of gold. They can fix this 


ratio, but has the government the ability to 


exchange gold for the silver when called 


upon? That is the whole point and all there 


is in the question. If the government can- 
not, then we will have 50-cent dollars and 
possibly 35-cent dollars, as we had during 
the war aS measured in gold. 

As I understand the question the gov- 
ernment does not place any value on gold. 
It simply certifies that 23.22 grains of gold 
shall be called e dollar.

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STIFLED BY GAS FUMES 


MR. AND MRS, WILLIAM DORNEY 
MEET DEATH BY ASPHYXIATION, 


Draft from an Open Transom Is Sup- 
posed to Have Blown Out the Light 
and Left the Fatal Fluid to Escape | 
Into the Bedroom—Accident Discov- 
ered by a Son on Arising in the 
Morning—Aged Couple Were Old 
Residents of Chicago. : 


By the escape of gas in a bedroom an aged 
couple lost their lives yesterday morning at 
No. 2816 South Park avenue. Several other 
members of the family were slightly affected. 
The dead are: 

DORNEY, WILLIAM; 73 years of age, 
DORNEY, MRS. WILLIAM; G1 years of age. 
The Dorneys have been in the habit of sleep- 
ing with dim gaslight in their bedroom. 
Last night, as usual, they retired with the 
gas jet burning low. It is supposed to have 
been lower than usual, as it blew out before 
morning. 

A transom partly turned, it is believed, 
was responsible for the draft which caused 
the deaths, as the windows were all closed. 

Discovers the Accident. 

William Dorney, a son, discovered the ac- 
edient on rising at 7 o’clock. He was an- 
noyed by gas fumes in his bedroom and 
dressed hurriedly. A quick search of the 
second floor on which the son slept failed to 
discover the source of the leak and he ran 
down-stairs. 

On the way he saw the house had not 
been opened for the morning, his breakfast 
was not prepared, and he fell a premonition 
that something had happened. 

Opening the door to the old folk’s chamber 
he was nearly stifled by the gas. Mrs. r- 
ney lay on the floor gasping in death. The 
husband was on the bed, dead. 

The son threw open the windows. He then 
lifted the form of his mother, all but lifeless, 
upon the bed, and taking one searching look 
at his dead father hastened to arouse the 
rest of the family. 

Gas had passed through the transom and 
found its way into all the bedrooms of the 
home, so that John and Joseph, the other 
breathers, and Bessie and Lucy, the sisters, 
were each more or less affected. 


Help Comes Too Late. 


A physician was called and the police of 
the Cottage Grove Avenue Station were 
summoned. The mother died before assist- 
ance arrived. Mr. Dorney’s death had evi- 
dently occurred two hours before the dis- 
covery. None of the others experienced more 
than headaches from their partial asphyxla- 
tion. 

Upon investigation by the police the gas 
jet in the bedroom was found still partially 
open. The Rev. Maurice J. Dorney of St. 
Gabriel's Church, Ferty-fifth and Wallace 
streets, a nephew, was notified and imme- 
diately went to the house. 

A verdict of accidental death was found 
by the Coroner’s jury. 

The aged couple were old settlers in this 
city. Their home had been at No. 2816 South 
Park avenue for many years. For a long 
period Mr. Dorney served as a lumber in- 
spector for the Illinois Central railroad com- 
pany, and he was widely known among rail- 
road men. Less than a year ago he resigned 
this position on account of ill health. 


DISCUSS SERUM CURE FOR LOCKJAW. 


Chicago Physicians Have Various 
Comments to Make on Blumenthal’s 
Reported Tetanus Anti-Toxin. 


Local physicians talk variously concerning 
the report from Germany of a new serum 
cure for the lockjaw which Dr. Blumenthal 
of Berlin has announced. They say the rem- 
edy, so far as can be gathered from the brief 
cable dispatch, is not a new one in idea and 
that the same method has been tried here 
and with success. Here are some Chicago 
opinions: 

Dr. John A: Wesener, Columbian Medical 
Laboratory—We have used the anti-toxin 
serum here. It really should be utilized more 
as a preventive than aß a cure. Dr. Blumen- 
thal makes the point that the serum should 
be used while the poison is circulating in the 
blood. Still better, it should be used directly 
after the accident happens. It cannot do 
any harm and it will protect the person or 
animal from the disease. 

Dr. Edwin J. Kuh—Lockjaw is a disease 
which is never recognized until the spinal 
tissues are affected. I therefore cannot 
understand how a serum, the success of 
which is conditional upon the detection of 
the disease before characteristic symptoms 
have become manifest, can be the discovery 
.in question, 

Harold Sorby, manager of the Pasteur 
Vaccine company—The Pasteur Institute in 
Paris has been making this serum for the 
last year. The first sample in this country 
was received by me six months ago. 

Dr. William A. Eyans—The tetanus anti- 
toxin that was discovered by Kitasato has 
its chief field in the prevention of lockjaw® 
The use of tentative anti-toxin as a curative 
agent has not been entirely satisfactory. 
Statistics show about 50 per cent of cures in 
developed cases. The percentage without 
the tetanus anti-toxin is 95. 

Dr. H. Gradle—When Behring first discov- 
ered, in 1890, that the blood of an animal 
which has recovered from diphtheria will 
counteract the poison of that disease, it was 
found by him, in conjunction with the Jap- 
anese, Kitasato, that the same conditions 
exist in tetanus. He and many others have 
since shown in many tests that, if an animal 
gets accustomed to the poison of lockjaw by 
passing through several mild attacks of that 
disease, its blood serum can be used for the 
prevention of lockjaw in otheranimals. En- 
couraged by these results, a number of physi- 
cians, especially Italians, have used the 
serum of animals, suitably treated, for the 
purpose of curing lockjaw in man. The re- 
sults have not yet been satisfactory in the 
severe forms of lockjaw, nor decisive in the 
milder forms, though encouraging enough to 
warrant further continuation of such trials. 


NEW TUG CAPTAIN CAUSES A BLOCKADE 


River Near the Rush Street Bridge Is 
Jammed with Vessels and Collis- 
, ions Are Narrowly Averted. 


A new Captain of the tug Gardner caused 
a big blockade in the Chicago River at the 
Rush street bridge at 7 o’clock last night. 

The Gardner had the New York Central 
steamer Chicago in tow on its way down 
the river, and the excursion steamer Chief 
Justice Waite was coming up. The Captain 
of the Waite had started to go through on 
the south side when the Gardner and its tow 
came around the bend on the same side and 
started to go through. | 

The Chicago and the tug were bigger than 
the Waite, and the Captain of the latter had 
to back out to avoid a collision. 

When the Chicago passed through the 
Captain of the Waite tried to pass the 
bridge again, but the Soo City and the Mabel 
Bradshaw got in ahead and he had to back 
out twice more. The last time he had a nar- 
row escape from colliding with the steam- 
2 Carter and a tug and several schoon- 


*"The Waite tried to go through again after 
the Bradshaw had cleared the bridge, but 
a steam pile-driver got in ahead and again 
it had to back out. By that time the river 
in the vicinity of the bridge was packed 
tight with vessels of every description, and 
only quick and careful work prevented col- 
lisions. 

The Captain of the Waite was at last 
forced to tie his boat to the bridge pier and 

wait till every one of the boats had passed 
the bridge. 

The action of the Gardner’s Captain was 
reported to the harbormaster, and it is said 
he will be fined for not waiting till the steam- 
er Waite had passed through. 

Fifteen vessels were involved in the tan- 


gle.

Some Money Points. 

Hannibal, Mo., July 6—{Editor of The 
Tribune. I— While the free silverites are con- 
stantly whining about the demonetization of 
silver in 1873 [when none was in circulation] 
I cannot see how they can claim that silver 
is demonetized when there is now as much 
legal tender silver money in circulation as 
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there is of gold and four or five hundred! 
times more than there was standard silver 
dollars before 1873. It is true that Congress 
did follow the other leading commercial na- 
tions of the world and close the mints against 
the free coinage of silver, and in order that 
both metals shall be treated alike (as thatis 
what the silverites claim they want) I sug- 
gest that the mints be closed against the fur- 
ther free coinage of gold; then each metal 
will stand upon its merits and they will have 
nothing to complain of. Gold and silver 
bullion will then exchange at their commer- 
cial value and settle as nearly the true ratio 
of value as possible. [Gold always circu- 
lates at its commercial value in all countries.] 
There is coin and its paper representative 
enough now to do the business of the coun- 
try and settle all ordinary balances. In 
very large transactions, where coin is not 
available, gold bars and silver bricks would 
always be accepted at their commercial 
value. I notice that exporters of gold ask 
the Treasury as a special favor to give them 
gold bars instead of coin. Perhaps, if the 
claims of the silverites are correct, they will 
ask for silver bricks. 

Perhaps it will make it clearer to the minds 
of those who claim they do not understand 
the money question to bear in mind that gold 
and silver are commodities of intrinsic and 
exchangeable value, and money is definite 
parcels of those metals, and the stamp upon 
the coin is the government’s certificate of its 
weight and fineness, and adds nothing to its 


lead or a cake of soap adds to their value, 
and the only reason why a silver dollar will 
buy as much of anything as a gold dollar 
will is because of the fforts and pledge of 
the government to keep the coins of both 
metals on a parity. And while the govern- 

ment by great effort and sacrifice has so far | 
been able to maintain the parity, it ought to 
be clear to the dullest mind that it could not 
possibly do so under the free coinage of sil- 
ver at 16 to 1.

west Chicago was the active stock yes- 
terday and sales of 2,237 shares were made 
during the day’s trading. The léw record of 
six years was again broken yesterday, and 
West Chicago sold off to 90% for regular 
stock. Practically all the trading in West 
Chicago was at par and there were sales of 
1,150 shares in 60 and 100 share lots made 
just before the close at par, The lowest 
quotation recordedin West Chicago since the 
year 1800 was 00%, a quotation made on 
Monday. Yesterday the stock opened at 
100% at which the first few sales were made, 


declining then to par. The opening sale 


was also the high quotation of the day. 
The stock did not get above 100% during the 


day’s trading. There have been a number of . 


stories going around in regard to West Chi- 
cago, Which are of a more or less absurb 
mature. It has been said the company has 
been showing a steady decrease in traffic 
during the present year, but this is pretty 
effectualty refuted by the positive state- 
ments of Charles T. Yerkes that West Chi- 
cago was earning 8 per cent after paying 
operating expenses and all fixed charges. 
There was another story yesterday which 
gained currency, which was that the West 
Chicago Street railroad, in making contracts 
for electrical equipments, had counted upon 
paying for the same through the sale of 
debenture bonds. It is known these bonds 
have! not been all sold, and the’story was 
being told yesterday that the bills for elec- 
trical equipment would have to be paid out 
of the earnings of the road. If it should 
become necessary to pay these bills out of 
current earnings of the West Chicago Street 
railroad it would be a matter of some diffi- 
culty for it to do so and at the same time 
continue the paying of dividends upon the 
capital stock at the present rate. This story 
was being pretty generally talked yester- 
day on the Stock Exchange, and there were 
many who profeased to believe it. A man 
who is close to Mr. Yerkes said yesterday: 
West Chicage Not Poverty-Stricken. 
“ This story is without foundation. To be- 
gin with, the West Chicago street railroad 
has been able to borrow all the money it 
has needed upon the unsold debentures, 
These are certainly as good collateral as 
any bank could ask for, and the interest 
that is being paid the banks on borrowed 
money is saved in the interest on the de- 
bentures. West Chicago Street Railroad has 
had no trouble in getting all the 6 per cent 
money it has wanted, and most of the loans 
Have been made at a lower figure than it. 
There is therefore no reason why the com- 
pany should not keep an account with the 
banks in place of issuing these debentures, 
One hand is made to wash the other. There 
has been talk about the floating debt of the 
West Chicago street railroad, and I want 
to say the West Chicago street railroad is in 
no worse position than the City Railway 
or other street car companies on this score. 
It is true Mr. Yerkes has not always given 
out all the information some might desire, 
but any stockholder who might really de“ 
sire to know the condition of the road would 


ofind no trouble in getting the information 


from Mr. Yerkes.”’ 

There is no question that West Chicago has 
been hurt by the competition of the Metro- 
politan and the Lake Street roads. Just 
what the damage has been is difficult to say, 
though it is, safe to assume that fully 75 
per cent of the people who come down-town 
on the Metropolitan and Lake Street roads 
would ¢ome down-town over the lines of 
the West Chicago street railroad if the two 
elevated roads were not there to comè in di- 
rect competition.

YERKES PEOPLE THINK INJUNCTION 
WILL BE DISSOLVED.

They Say the Property-Owners Have 
Received a Knockout Blow and-the 
Structure Will Doubtless Be Put Up 
Without Delay—Attorney Mayer 
Asks Judge Grosscup for Time to 
Consider a Course of Action—Wait- 
img for Lobenstine Decision. 


Victory is claimed by the Union Loop com- 
pany in the injunction suit against it, which 
was heard by Judge Grosscup yesterday. 
The attorneys for the property-owners, how- 
ever, claim that Judge Grosscup favored 
their side of the case and was restrained 
from expressing a judicial opinion in their 
favor only by the expected decision of the 
Court of Appeals in the Lobenstine case. 
In this, according to the information he had 
received, the property-owners would be 
denied the right to maintaina bill, following 
the decision of Judge Gary in the Appellate 
Court in the case of Phelps vs. The Lake 
Street L road. 

No decision was reached yesterday, as the 
attorneys for the property-owners asked 
time in which to decide upon what course 
they would pursue. The further hearing of 
the case was set for 2:30 o’clock this after- 
noon. : 

When the case was called Judge Grosscup 
intimated that a decision had been reached 
in the Lobenstine case and that the at- 
torneys could proceed upon that assumption. 
He also virtually said he would follow 
Judge Showalter’s opinion in thy Blodgett 
It was implied that the aecision in 
the Lobenstine case had been withheld at 
the request of the attorneys in the case. 

Mr. Wilson and Mr. Knight, attorneys for 
the Loop company, then stated that they 
were anxious for the immediate rendering 
of the decision, but Attorney A. W. Green 
would not join in the request that it be hand- 
ed down without delay. 


Judge Seeks Advice. 


Judge Grosscup announced that the case 
would be taken up again at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and in the meantime he would 
see Judge Showalter and consult with him 
in regard to the Lobenstine case. 

When the case was called in the afternoon 
Judge Grosscup said he had had a consulta- 
tion with the Judges of the Court of Ap- 
peals, and though the decision was not an- 
nounced in the benstine case in the argu- 
ment concerning the construction of the Wa- 
bash avefiue side of the loop, it was to the 
effect that they would follow the decision of 
the Appellate Court of this district, and 
that that decision would remain in force 
until the Supreme Court was heard from. 

Judge Grosscup said he did nat agree with 
the opinion of the upper court; but he would 
not attempt to get around its decision by 
fine distinctions. 

I know,” said he, that I could issue an 
injunction of my own accord, which would 
remain in force until the Circuit Court meets 
in October, but that would be an extraordi- 
nary use of my power. The Circuit Court of 
Appeals is my superior, and it would be a 
revolution in judicial matters for me not to 
recognize it.’ 

The loop litigation was brought into court 
last winter, when William C. Lobenstine 
asked for an injunction on the Wabash av- 
enue construction. As the suit would be ap- 
pealed no matter how it was decided a pro 
forma order was entered, dismissing the 
suit. At the same time the suit of D. W. 
Phelps against the construction on Fifth 
avenue was decided by Judge Showalter in 
favor of the Loop company on the grounds 
that the court could not go behind the con- 
sents as approved by the Council. 


Declines an Associate. 

On the opening of the case Attorney Wil- 
son requested that Judge Showalter be 
asked to sit with Judge Grosscup. The re- 
quest was denied by Judge Grosscup, who 
said that in case of a disagreement the 
opinion of Judge Showalter would prevail, 
as he was a higher official, and it would 
therefore practically leave him out of the 
case. Attorney Levy Mayer made a strong 
protest against the method of procedure by 
the Loop company. He said: 

This proceeding savors more of what your 
Honor said in public recently than anything 
I have Heard of. It savors of an attempt to 
make money. See how this Loop company 
has gone about its work. It has started at 
midnight and has attempted to take posses- 
sion of private property for its own uses, 
and it has done this before the final decision 
of the courts had been rendered.“ 

At this juncture Attorney A. W. Green 
said: The vital point is this: If the road 
is built it will stay there. There will never 
be any action which will compel its being 
taken down, and the damage will have been 
done. There will be no relief for the proper- 
ty-owners who have suffered in consequence. 
But if this injunction remains in force until 
October the only loss will be that incurred 
through the delay.“ 

Attorney Mayer then made the assertion 
that the Loop company had purchased the 
frontage petitions of property-owners and 
lessees, und disputed the right of the Coun- 
cil to grant a franchise upon a petition so ac- 
quired. 

Judge Grosscup in reply cited the act of 
| 1887 restricting the right of a municipality 
to allow the use of streets for other than or- 
dinary purposes, and gave it as his opinion 
that the question as to whether the building 
of elevated railway structures served an or- 
dinary purpose had not been determined. 


Abuse of Power. 


‘“ But suppose that I should be able to con- 
vince your Honor.“ said Mr. Mayer, that 
this case is altogether different from the 
Lobenstine case? My own opinion is thatin 
this particular case an injunction should 
have been issued restraining the presenta- 
tion of the petitions in the first place. Even 
as it is, the rights of the Loop company have 
been acquired with notice of the abuse of 
power by the abutting property-owners.”’ 

“If I were to run counter to the decisions 
of the Court of Appeals,“ said Judge Gross- 
cup, I should rather do it only on the 
grounds that they were wrong.’ 

Attorney. Mayer then asked for time to 
decide on the course which he would adopt, 
and Judge Grosscup said he saw no objection 
to granting the request. He set the date 
for the further hearing of the case at 2:30 
this afternoon, and the court adjourned.

however, did not appear to be in the least 
discouraged, and stated that this was really 
only the beginning of the fight. 


Tornado rates of 20, 50, and 80 cents for one, 
three, and five years were adopted by the Under- 
writers Association yesterday on the recommenda- 
tion of the Executive committee. These rates ap- 
ply to all classes of risks and without regard to co- 
insurance. This is the same schedule as adopted 
by all the local boards in the excepted cities, aside 
F from St. Louis, where by general consent it is 
largely adhered to by the agents. The rates fixed 
by the association are supposed to govern all mem- 
bers, and are considerably lower than the average 
cost of tornado insurance which has heretofore 
been fixed by the individual companies to suit their 
convenience. The Executive committee recom- 
mended a rate of 50 cents, $1, and $1.50 fer poli- 
cies without the coinsurance clause, but this part 
of the report was not adopted by the association. 

A general dnscussion of the tax laws and the 5 
per cent increase in rates to take effect on Aug. 1. 
unless the city ordinance is repealed, was indulged 
in by the members, but action was deferred in the 
matter until the special committees of the associa- 
tion and the City Council appointed to adjust the 
difficulties between the two bodies hold a confer- 
ence. It is expected that the two committees will 
meet this week and the result will be reported to 
a special meeting of the association on next Mon- 
day. 

The matter of changing the present rates on pri- 
vate stables, reducing them to the same rates as 
on dwellings, will also be considered at the special 
meeting.

Lansing, Mich., July §.—[ Special. -In his an- 
nual report (life), just submitted to the Governor, 
Insurance Commissioner Giddings gives the total 
business, including industrial, transacted in the 
State by regular or level premium companies dur- 
ing the year as follows: Amount of policies issued, 
$24,502,848; in force at close of year, 6127, 680,868; 
premiums received, $4,356,715; losses Incurred, 
$1,584,765. Commissioner Giddings has the follow- 
ing to say concerning codperative and fraternal as- 
sessment associations: . 

„ There has been quite an influx of this class of 
associations during the year. This is largely due 
to the peculiar condition of the times, which has 
increased the demand for cheap insurance and the 
number of individuals who, for lack of a better oc- 
cupation, have taken up that of selling cheap in- 
demnity. The latter statement does not by any 
means apply to all assessment companies, as there 
are many that are doing a careful arid legitimate 
business, in full compliance with the laws of the 
State. But the fact remains that there are others 
whose methods of trade are for the present only, 
and whose authors and managers have little con- 
ception of the responsibility of the management 
of a reliable insurance business, but are fully alive 
to any and all weak points of the law that will 
allow them to prey on the public. With the laws 
as inefficient as they now stand it js not to be won- 
dered that advantage is taken of them to often- 
times attempt to conduct a business, not for the 
sole benefit of the members, but for the profit of 
the management. The blame must be attached to 
lax laws, and until they are properly amended 80 
as to give more rafcty to poelicy-holders we may ex- 
pect to see the State continually fisoded with cheap 
insurance, giving no security for indemnity and
